The  Moore  House  property  was  purchased  in 
1768  by  Augustine  Moore,  a  merchant  of  York¬ 
town,  and  the  Moore  family  lived  in  the  house 
throughout  the  siege.  Augustine  Moore  died  in 
1788,  but  his  widow  continued  to  occupy  the 
house  until  her  death  in  1797.  In  1931,  it 


became  the  property  of  the  United  States. 
Restored  as  nearly  as  possible  to  its  condition  in 
1781,  and  refurnished  through  the  cooperation 
of  various  patriotic  groups,  the  Moore  House  is 
administered  as  a  part  of  Colonial  National 
Historical  Park.
